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VBT DDA to offer 
Wayne County a deal 
to fix Belleville Road

Members of the Van Buren Township 
Downtown Development Authority 
want Belleville Road fixed between the 
Belleville Bridge and I-94, but they don’t 
want to spend $4.5 million to completely 
redo a county road. 

At its June 23 meeting via Zoom the DDA 
heard a report from Wade Trim Engineers 
that Belleville Road will be used as a detour 
when work begins on the East Huron River 
Drive bridge over the Huron River between 
North and South Haggerty roads. 

Dave Nummer of Wade Trim said 
Wayne County told him they plan to start 
that work in August or September. That 
means there’s not enough time to get the 
work done before it becomes a detour. Any 
road work would be better for next spring 
or summer, he said. 

Also, Nummer reported about 39.7% of 
the Belleville Road surface is damaged 
and cutting out sections and repairing 
them will cost an estimated $1.7 million. 
Reconstructing the whole roadway 
with removal of the current surface and 
replacement with 10 inches of concrete 
would total about $4.2 million. 

Nummer said the DDA had been 
interested in whether there was Alkali- 
Silica Reaction (ASR) in the Belleville 
Road concrete that was making it crumble. 
As part of Wade Trim’s $28,500 analysis 
of the road project, it was to determine the 
presence of ASR. 

Nummer reported a Wade Trim expert 
looked at the roadway and does not believe 
ASR is present. This is not for sure, he said, 
and they could get material for testing, at 
additional cost, if the DDA wanted them to 
drill for material for testing. 

DDA executive director Susan Ireland 
asked how much traffic would wreck the 
road during the detour, causing repair costs 
to rise. 

Carmelle Tremblay of Wade Trim said 
she could confidently say it could rise to 
50 to 60% damaged, instead of the present 
40%. 

VBT Supervisor Kevin McNamara, who 
sits on the DDA, asked who paved the road 
last time and Ireland said it was Wayne 
County that did the paving and the DDA 
did the sidewalk. 

Chairman Atchinson said the sidewalks 
on the bridge are in pretty-bad shape. 

Ireland said the DDA can go in the first 
quarter or third of the bridge, which is in 
the VBT DDA District, but not the whole 
bridge.

why not do the whole thing?” Supervisor 
McNamara said. “But why would we 
spend $4.5 million when the county would 
have to repair the road anyway because it’s 
theirs?”

a crystal ball. With COVID, she said, it 
might be better off with cash funding. 
Ireland said the DDA tax revenue for 
2020 is $1.9 million and she guessed it 
wouldn’t be higher for 2021.

to consult with a financial consultant. Are 
we all going to die?”

The road will continue to deteriorate, said

Belleville, VBT 
Officials unhappy 
with DTE failures 


On Monday, the Belleville City Council 
discussed the failures of DTE in Sunday’s 
storm that plunged the tri-community 
into darkness. On Tuesday, the Van 
Buren Township Board of Trustees also 
complained about the power loss, which 
continued. 

The VBT hall was closed for the second 
day on Tuesday because it was without 
power. 

“T talked to them for 20 minutes today,” 
said Supervisor Kevin McNamara on 
Tuesday. He said DTE informed him 
that the Willow Run conduit and the 
French Landing conduit had major wire 
problems. He said electric poles were put 
up temporarily in the south part of the 
township. 

Supervisor McNamara said DTE will not 
allow any of its representatives to attend a 
board meeting. 

Clerk Leon Wright said he was on the 
phone with someone from DTE who was 
on his homeowner’s board. He said DTE 
has spent millions of dollars in this area, 
but there are some things they can’t control. 
His friend is going to buy a generator, 
Wright said. “The utility company gives 
you promises and charges you a bill,” 
Wright said. 

Treasurer Budd said she got four 
telephone calls from DTE this time and 
it seems they are being more responsible. 
She asked about requiring underground 
lines. The township is looking into it.

Wayne County Prosecutor Kym Worthy 
recently released the list of untruthful police 
officers in the county, called the Gigilo- 
Brady list. The officers on this list are not to 
be called by prosecutors because they would 
mess up a prosecution because a defense 
attorney could cut them to pieces because 
of their history. 

When cops lie, criminals go free. 

Among the 35 officers on the list was 
Christopher Fey, who was identified as of 
the Van Buren Township Police Department. 

VBT Public Safety Director Greg Laurain 
said, “We caught him in lies and called him 
in and he resigned before we could talk to 
him.” He said his department notified the 
county prosecutor’s office like they were 
supposed to. 

“This puts a black eye on us,” said Director 
Laurain, who said he called Channel 2 to 
explain the situation because they were 
airing a story on the list. 

Laurain said Fey now works for another 
police department. 

Last October, Prosecutor Worthy said 
her workers contacted all police chiefs and 
asked them to provide a list of their current 
or previous officers that committed offenses 
including theft, fraud, false statement, bias, 
or bribery. 

“We are taking the additional step of 
releasing the list to the public because in an 
era of criminal justice reform, it just makes 
sense,” Worthy said. “We will repeat this 
process quarterly and expect to release an 
updated list in September. 

Itold VBT PD Lt. Charles Bazzy that I saw 
a posting on Facebook that said the VBT 
Police have turned the Egypt Covington 
murder case over to the Michigan State 
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Police to solve. 

He said the MSP has been helping VBT 
since Day 1, but there is nothing new now. 
The case is still in Van Buren hands. 

An irate resident of Harmony Lane called 
me last Thursday to say that she just got 
a political post card from VBT Trustee 
Reggie Miller with 35 cents postage due. 
She said she told the postal carrier, “I’m 
paying Reggie’s salary. Why should I pay 
for her postage, too?” 

Trustee Miller later explained that stamps 
were put on the 3x5” post cards and things 
got snarled at the post office. She has some 
cards that have most of the stamp torn 
off. And they must have stuck together in 
the piles of mail at the post office, maybe 
because of the humidity. 

“I wouldn’t put anything in the mail 
without postage,” said Miller, who is 
running for reelection. 

Others commenting on the incident said 
Miller is too careful to do anything like that. 

At last Wednesday’s DDA meeting in 
Belleville, Interim City Manager Tracey 
Kobylarz said the Ford Motor Company 
was going to shoot a video for a national 
commercial on Main Street between 5 and 
9:30 p.m. on Friday, July 17, and part of the 
street would be closed. 

On Friday, Van Buren Township put out 
an alert about intermittent road closures 
“to accommodate work in the area” on 
Belleville Road between I-94 and the lake. 
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On Saturday there was a Facebook clip 
from a boat on the lake of a guy with a 
camera riding in the back of a pickup, facing 
backward, and video recording a red pickup 
behind him. The group went back and forth 
several times over the bridge. Can hardly 
wait to see it on TV. 

On Monday morning 
we got a call from a 
resident in the Bak and 
Hull road neighborhood 
in Van Buren Township. 
His complaint about the 
tree that had fallen over 
and hidden a fire hydrant for months was 
published in last week’s column. 

He called to say the people in that 
neighborhood are all very happy, “ecstatic,” 
that somebody came out late Friday or early 
Saturday and cleared all the branches away 
from the fire hydrant. Now the hydrant is 
there, a beautiful bright red, easy to see 
for any emergency crew. He and the other 
neighbors send a big thank you to those who 
did the work. 


The heavy storm on Sunday brought 
widespread power outages to the tri- 
community. If that wasn’t enough, there 
was a water line break in front of the police 
department in downtown Belleville, cutting 
off water to city hall. VBT was closed 
Monday due to no electric power.

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VBT Board OKs Ashley Capital’s industrial district on 6-1 vote

On a 6-1 vote, the Van Buren Township 
Board of Trustees approved Ashley 
Capitals request for an Industrial 
Development District for its huge new 
development north of Ecorse and west of 
Haggerty. 

This was following a public hearing at its 
July 7 virtual Zoom meeting. No member 
of the public spoke. Treasurer Sharry Budd 
cast the only no vote. 

Two buildings in the new development, 
Crossroads Distribution Center North, are 
now under construction. 

In an April 28 letter to the township, 
Ashley Capital senior vice president Susan 
Harvey said they are working at pre-leasing 
the property and some of the prospective 
tenants they are talking to may qualify for 
a tax abatement. 

“Additionally, we have an appreciation 
for the types of tenants the township is 
hoping to attract to the community, and 
we believe our ability to sign up first- 
rate tenants will improve if the Industrial 
Development District is granted,” Harvey 
wrote. 

“Unlike many developers, Ashley 
Capital’s investment strategy contemplates 
maintaining ownership and management 
of its properties for a long time. Therefore, 
just as Van Buren Township is concerned 
about the quality of the tenants we bring to 
the community, we are equally concerned 
about issues such as job creation and 
longevity of our tenants,” she wrote. 

Harvey said if the proposed tenants have 
the option of applying for a tax abatement, 
Ashley Capital is confident they will be 
more successful in attracting them. 

Trustee Reggie Miller said Ashley Capital 
has 293.81 acres and is only developing 
114 acres and it wants the development 
district over all the land. 

Harvey said the intent is to have a large 
industrial area, but they don’t want to build 
more than they can fill right now. 

“The township can always say no,” 
Harvey said. “Maybe we’ll get a build-to- 
suit, but that’s not on our radar right now. 
We are not developing the northern part 
currently.”

Trustee Miller said she was apprehensive 
of approving all of the property at this time. 
She said Haggerty Road is terrible. 

Harvey said they have been talking with 
the township and county about improving 
Haggerty Road. 

She said these are very flexible buildings 
and they could have one big tenant or 
as many as eight separate tenants. It’s a 
speculative development and they started 
construction without tenants in place. 

Harvey said they are working on buildings 
#4 and #5, and #6 already has site plan 
approval. She said their buildings #1, #2, 
and #3 are south of Ecorse. 

“Our grand plan is to go north on the 
site,” Harvey said. 

Treasurer Budd said she has a problem 
with approving the industrial district for all 
the property, but she has no problems with 
#4, #5, and #6. 

“Tt’s a plus for us and they can proceed 
when the economy starts growing,” said 
Trustee Sherry Frazier. 

Harvey said the property is already zoned 
Industrial and she doesn’t see any down 
side to having all the property in the district 
now. 

“We’re just getting ahead of it,” Harvey 
said, adding if they had to delay one to 
two months to set up another district, they 
might lose the project. 

Supervisor Kevin McNamara asked 
Assessment Coordinator Linda Stevenson 
if there was a downside to the request. 

“The only downside would be if the 
person comes in and the township doesn’t 
want to give the abatement — and it would 
have to give a good reason,” Stevenson 
said. “They could appeal to the State of 
Michigan and the state would grant the 
abatement.” 

She said there are 31 parcels and it could 
have been combined into one big parcel and 
maybe that was delayed by the COVID-19. 

“Is it too late to combine the parcels 
now?” asked Trustee Kevin Martin. 


Stevenson said it wasn’t too late and they 
would be required to combine them before 
they plan the next buildings. 

“That is our intention,” Harvey said. 

Trustee Paul White asked how many 
parcels along Haggerty and Ecorse are now 
occupied and Harvey said they knew but 
she didn’t have that information in front of 
her right then to answer. 


Trustee White said he wanted to make 
sure the residents next to the development 
are taken care of, because they would only 
be able to sell their properties to one person 
— Ashley Capital. 

Trustee Miller said those parcels are still 
zoned residential and she asked if there

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Belleville DDA to go out for bids to remove one tree from 4" St. Square

The Belleville Downtown Development 
Authority voted unanimously to go out for 
bids to relocate the middle tree at the back 
of the Fourth Street Square and move the 
electric line next to it. 

This was at the DDA’s July 15 virtual 
Zoom meeting. 

DDA Coordinator Carol Thompson had 
presented a report on the prior request by 
Steve Jones to remove or move the center 
tree at the back of the Fourth Street Square 
to make room for a stage area. 

She estimated costs to remove the tree 
grate and grate foundation, disconnect and

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move or remove electrical service, remove 
the tree or relocate it (preferred time 
autumn for relocating), install concrete, 
and install 8 to 12 new 24” square brick 
pavers. 

The estimated range to remove the tree 
was $1,325 - $1,675 and to relocate the 
tree, $2,400. 

Thompson added that a stage rental for a 
8’x20’ platform, placed at the back of the 
square could be $500 to $650 a day. She 
noted the trees in the original design were 
placed to conform with city ordinance for 
parking lot screening. 

Thompson said in 2011 there was a request 
to remove all three trees, but there was not 
enough information for the proposed plan 
to have trees removed. 

Jones, who is president of the Belleville 
Area Chamber of Commerce as well 
as chairman of the Belleville Planning 
Commission, said with the middle tree 
removed they could fully use the entire 
square, with the staging on outside of the 
square. 

“When they were first designing the 
square, I brought it up,” said Jones, adding 
there would be more opportunity for people 
to do things downtown. 

DDA treasurer Sabrina Richardson- 
Williams said she didn’t want to tear out 
money they’ ve spent for a couple of events. 

DDA member Jason Mida said when 
Fourth Street is redesigned in front of 
the library, the stage could be put there.

He asked if the stage would be used for 
Booville and things like that. 

“All of the above,” said Councilman Ken 
Voigt. He said the audience would be in the 
square and there would be more useable 
area. He said before the “stuff hit the fan” 
this spring, they were planning a blues 
festival in that area. He said the center tree 
was three-quarters dead last year and it 
made a comeback. 

Voigt said it would cost $350 to do this. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley said the plan 
seems to fit well. She said you can’t put 
the stage by the street at the square because 
of the walkway. She said that tree is in the 
way of more things than not. 

“Tf it had died, I wouldn’t have asked 
to replace it,’ Mayor Conley said, adding 
they can move it. 

Thompson said the electrical connection 
would have to be moved to all three trees 
because they are connected, as well as the 
concrete work and flagstones. 

Voigt said they could put a shrub there 
which wouldn’t block the stage.

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Belleville City Council hires two new law firms to represent city

On Monday at a regular meeting via 
Zoom, the Belleville City Council voted 
unanimously to hire two new law firms to 
represent the city. 

Interim City Manager Tracey Schultz 
Kobylarz had put together a committee 
with the police chief, fire chief, DPS 
director and clerk to review the proposals 
and they unanimously recommended the 
firms. 

As of Aug. 1, Shifman, Fournier of 
Bingham Farms will be the labor attorney 
and Cummings, McClorey, Davis and Acho 
of Livonia will handle all other municipal 
legal services. 

City Manager Kobylarz said Shifman, 
Fournier was selected for personnel/labor 
issues. She said it is a smaller firm with a 
boutique style. 

She said the recommendations were 
unanimous from all department heads. 

Councilman Ken Voigt said he has 
worked with Cummings, McClorey and 
they’re a good firm, but he is not familiar 
with the other firm. 

Councilman Tom Fielder said he wanted 
to be sure the council was comfortable 
with who they would send to court as city 
prosecutor. 

“I would like to see who they use to 
cover the courts,” said Police Chief Dave 
Robinson. “I would love to sit down and 
talk to them about it.” 

He said Cummings McClorey has 
an extremely good reputation in law 
enforcement and even those municipalities 
with their own attorney sometimes 
use them to handle some of the more 
complicated cases. 

“Tve worked with these firms and 
have no problem with them,” said Mayor 
Kerreen Conley. 

Shifman Fournier’s hourly rates are $145 
per hour and Cummings McClorey charges 
$150 an hour. 
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The city went out for proposals after 
the interim city manager came on board 
because the city hadn’t looked at its 
contracts for a while. Current city attorney 
Steve Hitchcock did not submit a proposal 
because he said he did not know the city 
was seeking proposals. 

In other action at the 32-minute meeting, 
the council: 

e Heard Mayor Conley thank Randy 
Brown’s father, Doug Brown, for putting 
all the information from the cemetery into 
an Excel spreadsheet. She also thanked a 
mother and daughter team that planted 
flowers outside city hall. She also thanked 
City Manager Kobylarz for working with 
Ford Motor Company on plans for the 
commercial they were shooting around 
the Belleville Bridge on Main Street last 
Friday. Ford compensated the city and that

money has been put aside for now. She said, 
maybe, they could put some in the capital 
improvement fund and carve out some 
for employee recognition, which could 
be done because it is not tax funds. They 
won’t do this in the middle of COVID, she 
said. Kobylarz said the commercial for 
Ford’s autonomous vehicle, is expected 
to be aired sometime this winter, perhaps 
January;

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Three from tri-community drawn for redistricting group 


The 200 semi-finalists for Michigan’s 
first Independent Citizens Redistricting 
Commission were randomly-selected June 
24 by the Michigan Department of State 
(MDOS). 

Three of the 200 selected are from the tri- 
community. They were selected from the 
9,367 applications, 1,450 of which were 
from Wayne County. 

Selected from the tri-community were: 

e Glen A. Shaw, 71, a white male, of Van 
Buren Township, not affiliated with either 
major party; 

e Amy Jeng, 53, a white female, of 
Belleville, Republican; and 

e Cassandra McDonald, 61, a black 
female, of Van Buren Township, Democrat. 


The random selection was performed by 
Rehmann LLC, the independent accounting 
firm hired through public bidding process 
to facilitate the random selection. The 200 
applications are now available to the public 
on RedistrictingMichigan.org. 

“We are extremely grateful for the 
thousands of Michiganders who have been 
excited and engaged in this process from 
the very beginning,” said Secretary of State 
Jocelyn Benson. “With this semi-finalist 
selection we’ve moved to the next phase 
of the process and are one step closer to 
making Michigan history and having fair 
and representative legislative maps drawn 
by the people.” 

The semi-finalists were drawn from 


the pool of 9,326 applications. Per the 
Michigan Constitution, the semi-finalist 
pool must be representative of geographic 
and demographic makeup of the state. The 
group was required to have 60 applicants 
who affiliate with the Democratic Party, 
60 applicants who affiliate with the 
Republican Party, and 80 applicants who 
do not affiliate with either major party. Data 
to determine the demographic makeup 
of the state, and thus the criteria for the 
selection software, was pulled from the 
2018 American Community Survey 5-Year 
Estimate, which is available to the general 
public via the American Community 
Survey Data Profiles online search tool.

the county do to address this?” 

McNamara explained the Pacer system 
rates every county road that is Class A, like 
Belleville Road.

this year, but they could have one of their 
people do a ratings for VBT. The regular 
ratings have the participation of MDOT 
and SEMCOG. 

McNamara asked the DDA if they wanted 
him and Ireland to try and do a deal with 
Wayne County and everyone agreed. 

In other business at the one-hour-and-15- 
minute meeting, the DDA: 

e Heard Wade Trim report that 5-10% 
of the Belleville Road sidewalks from 
Tyler Road to the Belleville Bridge need 
replacement and it would cost $100,000 
to do that. There is $250,000 in the budget 
for sidewalk repairs, so they will look at 
sidewalks in the remainder of the district to 
add to the project. Wade Trim will provide 
a map and cost estimate for this year and/ 
or future years.

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would be buffers set up. 

“We worked with the township a lot and 
the buffers are more than adequate ... We 
bought several homes ... We want to be 
good neighbors,” Harvey said. 

“It’s not a win-win right now,” Budd 
said. “It would not take that long to create 
a district ... I would recommend just the 
114 acres ... not every property they own 
... There are still people living in [some 
of the adjoining properties] ... I still have 
a problem bringing the whole thing to a 
district.” 

“I don’t see the downfall to doing the 
whole thing,” said Frazier. “It could attract 
another business... We should just move 
forward and do the whole thing ... Maybe 
attract someone right away.” 

Clerk Leon Wright asked why they 
wanted to do it all at one time. 

“It’s already zoned Industrial,’ Harvey 
said. “The advantage is when a company is 
looking to develop and bring a lot of jobs 
— high-paying jobs — and some company 
is doing a national search ... This would 
make it on their list.” 

“I don’t see an issue,” Clerk Wright said. 

“If we don’t establish the district, would 
it stop a business from coming?” Martin 
asked. 

Harvey said that was possible. 

Supervisor McNamara asked if having 
the district would stop the township from 
having a Local Development Finance 
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Authority (LDFA) district on that property 
and Stevenson said she didn’t know. 

“Haggerty Road needs a little bit of love,” 
McNamara agreed. He explained the LDFA 
would capture five mills from the school 
tax and that could be moved over. 

The board then voted 6-1 to approve 
Industrial Development District #25 for 
the whole property. 

In other business at the one-hour-and-33- 
minute meeting on July 7 the board: 

e Unanimously passed the first reading 
of ordinance 07-07-20 (1) to add 
clarifications to distinguish commercial 
and residential/non-commercial land uses 
in the C, Local Business, zoning district 
with respect to maximum building size 
and to clarify restrictions on dwellings in 
a non-residential zoning district. These 
changes were necessary to move forward 
the assisted living project planned for the 
southeast corner of Morton Taylor and 
Tyler roads on property owned by Walt and 
Joyce Rochowiak; and 

e Unanimously approved a special land 
use request by Camping World to demolish 
15,633 square feet on the east wing of their 
existing building, retain 28,239 square feet 
of the existing building, and create new 
RV parking and storage area at the site 
at 43646 N. I-94 Service Dr. Budd said 
this will make it a much more attractive 
area to people traveling on the roads.
